(!) necessary clearances are obtained from the Director Genera! of Civil Aviation and the Airports Authority of 
Ind.a and conditions, if any, imposed by the said authorities shall be complied with; 
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(2) explosives conforming only to Division 1.4 ofthe Division relating to Class-1 Explosives falling under 3.1 
of Section 3 of International Air Transport Association Dangerous Goods Regulations, 1996 which became 
effective on the 1st January, 1996 shall be imported; 

(3) the relevant provisions relating to the possession, transport, use and import of explosives, except Sub-rule 
(2) of rule 31, of the said rules shall be complied with;

(7) vans carrying the explosives shall proceed to the storage magazines licensed under the said rules and no 
undue delay shall be made on the way and all provisions of the said rules and local traffic rules and 
municipal regulations, if any, shall be complied with during the transportation ofthe explosives.
